LASTS BUT A DAY.

THE BROOKLYN TIE-UP. 


A Lively Street Car Strike that Lasted 
for One D ay Only. 
N ew Y o rk , December 23d.—At 8 o’clock 
about one dozen cars were started under 
the protection of the police. 
In East New 
York one of the cars was attaked by five 
strikers, and the police prom ptly arrested 
them , and thus prevented further trouble. 
Brooklyn m erchants say they will lose 
thousands of dollars by the strike coming 
in holiday week. 
It was evident at about noon there was 
likely to be serious trouble on the lines of 
the Brooklyn City Railroad, and the police 
were called upon to protect the cars which 
the oompany desired to start out from the 
depot at Greenwood, and Captain Boc and 
several offiers were sent to the scene, and 
m ounting the platform the car was started. 
It got only a block on its journey, when 
the mob took the horses from the car and 
ran the cab back into the depot. The police 
we-c unable 4o resist the m en. 
The car at 
Horsey street and Tompkins avenue was 
overturned, and the driver and conductor 
assaulted by the mob. The police'attempted 
to interfere, but were overpowered, and re­ 
serves were called upon to aid them . The 
car was hoisted from the track at Pulton 
and New Y ork avenues, and the police 
called upon. 
Here, also, the driver and 
conductor, who were non-union m en, were 
assaulted. 
Obstructions had been placed 
upon the track, and it looks as though there 
would be eveu more serious trouble if the 
company persists in trying to attem pt to 
run their cars. 


T H E STR IK E ENDED. 
N ew Y ork , December 23d.—The strike 
of the employes of the Brooklyn street 
railroads ended to-night. The company re­ 
fused to give any information as to" the 
terms of settlement, but it is thought that 
it has acceded to the demands of the men. 
The first car left Green wood depot of the 
Court-street line at 8:20 p. M . 
The men, 
when questioned, claimed that the com­ 
pany hail conceded all demands. President 
Lewis refused to enter into any explana­ 
tion of the term s of settlement. 
In the 
future, he said, an employe from each 
departm ent would constitute a committee 
to present grievances, if any, and they 
would be listened to. One Brooklyn firm 
claims their loss by one day will he $20,­ 
000. 
. 
T H E BASIS OF SETTLEM ENT. 
Nf.w Y o rk , December 24th—a. m.—The 
tie-up of the eleven street-car lines in 
Brooklyn, operated by the Brooklyn City 
Railroad Company, which was ordered by 
the Executive Board of District Assembly 
No. 75, Knights of Labor, at 3:35 a. m. yes­ 
terday, was settled late in the day, m ainly 
through the efforts of the State Arbitrator, 
Commissioner Donovan and M ayor W hit­ 
ney. A little after 8 r. m. the cars be­ 
gan running as usual on all the lines. 
The basis of settlexuent was this: 
The 
new time-table shall 
have no regular 
run that will occupy more than twelve 
hours, consecutively; no swing shall oc­ 
cupy 
more 
than 
fourteen 
consecutive 
h ours; no tripper shall be paid less than 
$1 50 per day. Other grievances shall be 
subm itted to a committee of one from each 
road of the company to meet, confer and 
settle. 
All employes shall return to work 
in the same positions they occupied last 
night. 


ANTI-FOIVDERLY. 


The Socialist Elem enta of the K nights of 
Labor D em and H is Downfall. 
Chicago, December 23d. — Powderly's 
com iu unitation regarding the attitude of 
the Knights ot Labor toward the Anarchists 
is not yet made public. The document is 
not a general order, hut is technically 
Assemblies how to interpret tlie constitu­ 
tion and laws of the Order relating to the 
proposed action. 
Pow derly’s decision is 
semi-officially stated to be two-fold. 
It 
prohibits contributions in aid of Anarchists 
or the extending to them of other aid. No 
Assembly may, without vio'ating the con­ 
stitution, aid any political movement w hat­ 
ever, much less m ake of itself an active 
political machine. 
The Carpenters’ resolutions were adopt­ 
ed, calling on all District Assemblies to de­ 
m and an irumediate special session of the 
K nights' General Assembly. The purpose 
of the proposed special session is stated to 
he to afiord an opportunity 
to prefer 
charges against General Master W orkm an 
Powderly for overstepping his authority. 
The Carpenters' Assembly contains a large 
num ber of active Socialists.

A T alented W om an’s Mind Unbalanced 
by Over-Study. 
Chicago, December 23d. — Mrs. Jessie 
Johnston, daughter of H enry C. Munch, 
formerly a wealthy Board of Trade specu­ 
lator, and wife of a young lawyer at K nox­ 
ville, la., threw herself into the lake at 
T hirty-ninth street to-day. H er rich ap­ 
parel and beautiful face attracted the atten­ 
tion of a group of boys who saw her hast­ 
ening toward the breakwater. They saw 
her jum p into the ice and drift that was 
dashing against the pier. 
A rope was 
thrown to her by the hoys, but she refused 
to grasp it. The body was rescued by a 
policeman before life was extinct, bu t’all 
efforts to resuscitate her were of no avail. 
She had visited the office of Dr. Chamber­ 
lain half an hour before her death, but he 
was so busy and she so agitated that he 
told her to 'come to the office to-morrow 
aud explain her case. 
It is stated by Mrs. 
Johnston's friends that her intellect, pre­ 
viously brilliant, had been more or less un­ 
balanced since her admission to the Iowa 
bar, about four years ago. 
Over-study is 
the cause assigned. Mrs. Johnston came to 
Chicago only a short tim e ago to place her­ 
self under the care of a doctor. 
H er hus­ 
band was to have been here to-morrow to 
spend the holidays in her company.

Inhum an Treatm ent of a ltoy by a Couple

New Y o r k , December 23d.—The Times' 
Poughkeepsie special of December 22d 
sa y s: 
A thirteen-year-old 
boy named 
Parson Dormer, while standing near the 
steam-box room of the print works at 
W uppinger’s Falls, was seized by two men 
nam td George Roach and John Delaney, 
and pushed headlong into the box, which 
was heated to it? fullest extent. On com­ 
ing in contact with the hot steam he fell 
to the tioor, nearly sm othered. 
In falling, 
the steam, which comes up through the 
bottom of the box, fairly cooked the Hesh 
on his face and arms.

veyed to his home at Old Troy, and medi­ 
cal aid was sum m oned. 
H is sufferings 
were terrible.

W ashington, December 23d.—Rear Ad­ 
m iral W orden was placed on the retired 
list of the navy to-day, with the highest 
pay of that grade. 
The President has ordered that all execu­ 
tive departm ents be closed at noon on the 
day before Christmas and New Year's Day. 
llol'l B illiard U liallcnge. 
St. Louts, December 23d.—A p iper in this 
city will to-morrow pnblish a challenge 
from Richard Roche, offering to back Jacob 
Schaefer against any m an in tlie world at 
any game that is played on a billiard table. 
H e then states specifically that he will back 
Schaefer for not less than $1,000 against 
any man in the world at e'ght-ineh, twelve- 
inch or fourteen-inch balk-line game, the 
cham pions’ game, all-rail game, three- 
cushion game and cushion-first (or bank) 
game. The last two games are to go as 
one match, player accepting one m ust also 
agree to play the other. 
As soon as any

New Y o rk , December 24th—a. m.—T he 
heirs of Roger M erritt, of P ort Chester, 
Westchester county, are preparing evidence 
in support of their claim that the entire 
village belongs to them . 
The am ount 
involved is between $15,000,000 and $'20,­ 
000,000. They claim th at the village site 
which originally 
belonged to Captain 
Roger M erritt, an 
officer in the Con­ 
tinental arm y, and who died there in 
1810, was leased by him to various per­ 
sons, and that the leaf containing the 
record has been torn out of the hook in 
which leases were entered in the Register's 
office at W hite Plains. Ex-Register Banks, 
counsel for the claimants, started yesterday 
for a sm all town in Alabam a, where the 
missing leaf was said to be in the possession 
oT the late John M erritt, who is suspected 
of having torn it out of the book to gratify 
his personal spite against other members 
of the family. 


F ever O utbreak at a Navy Yard. 
N ew Y ork, December 24th—A. 
m.— 
Lieutenants John Abbott and J. Forsyth 
Meigs, of Tennessee, are now sick with 
typhoid fever. 
Abbott is at the Naval 
Hospital and Meigs at his hom e in P hila­ 


delphia, where he was taken sick the day 
after his arrival. 
Mrs. Cook, wife of the 
Captain of the Vermont, died of typhoid 
fever recently. 
This outbreak of fever 
has occurred on two ships which have 
been lying alongside the Cob Dock, while 
the work of dredging the W hitney Basin 
was in progress, and although the navy 
yard has been for years a healthy place, it 
is thought the outbreak of fever is due to 
the stirring up of the filth of years which 
the dredges have caused. 


FOREIGN. 


AVAR’S ALARMS. 


A I’eelinc: in G erm any that the W ar 
Cloud w ill ISurrtt. 
B e r lin , December 23d.—The North Ger­ 
man Gazette em phatically denies the reports 
of the Progressist press that Prince Bis­ 
marck 
declares 
against dissolving the 
Reichstag, and that the Government hopes 
to reach an understanding with the Reich­ 
stag on the basis of the Center's proposals. 
T he Gazette adds 
that 
in Government 
circles there exists no doubt whatever of 
the necessity of m aintaining the arm y bill 
at any price. 
The Boerse to-day closed depressed under 
the influence of a renewal of sales to realize 
dealings, together with an increasing de­ 
m and for money. 
The Churchill incident has shaken con­ 
fidence in the stability of the Salisbury 
Government and revived the fears of an 
impending war. 
It is reported that Df. W indthorst has in­ 
formed General Von Schellendorff, Minister 
of War, that if the Government should 
proceed with the formation of new cadres 
for the 1st of April, the Reichstag wonld be 
certain to give a bill of indem nity, but the 
Center would go no further. 
The Commission of staff officers con­ 
tinues m aking arrangements for the new 
troops, just as if the array bill was already 
passed, and the W ar Ministry is hastening 
the production of repeating rifles. 
It is expected that the Laudtag will meet 
on January 14th. Among the bills to be 
introduced is a new measure for an organic 
revision of the Mav laws. 


T H E HOLY SEE. 


The Pope Com plains that the Church is 
I>e?|»oile<l o f Its 1'utrimony. 
Rome, December 23d.—The Pope, in re­ 
ceiving Christmas congratulations from the 
College of Cardinals, spoke at some length 
of the position of the Chureli in Italy. 
He 
protested against the anti-clerical move­ 
m ent which is being carried on in the 
country, and said that the Holy 8ee was 
now despoiled of the last rem nants of its 
patrim ony. The only liberty left 9b him 
was that held by the Roman Pontiffs in the 
earliest ages. 
The Italian Government, lie 
declared, had assisted the laity in unduly 
interfering with the adm inistration of the 
Church ; had expelled religious bodies, aud 
had tolerated an organized hostility against 
the Vatican. As the head of the Church, 
he m ust continue to protest against the 
position in which he is placed. 


F A R N É L L I N T E R V I E W E D . 


The Irish Leader Expresses H is Views mi 
the Present -Situation. 
London, December 23d. — A reporter 
called on Parnell at the Euston Square 
Hotel this evening. 
Parnell looked much 
paler and thinner than at the end of the 
last session, but he is evidently m aking 
good progress. 
H e said his physician be­ 
lieves that he will be stronger than for 
m any years. H e said bis illness became 
acute about the end of October, but for sev­ 
eral m onths previously he had been losing 
flesh, appetite and strength, until in the 
autum n session he felt almost entirely u n ­ 
able to do aov work. Continuing, he said : 
“ After m y m alady had become fully de­ 
veloped I was unable to read or write any­ 
thing, or attend to any kind of business for 
several weeks, and it is only w ithin the 
last three weeks that I have permitted m y­ 
self to even think of political affairs, while 
eve.i now the excitement and fatigue of the 
last few days have distinctly thrown me 
back and made me feel worse.” 
Parnell then turned to the political situ­ 
ation. 
H e remarked that the Government, 
now that Lord Randolph Churchill has 
rfi‘5ÍP£$i.j'XHliIíL ¿!IiV:e something, else to 
because of the m arked absence of crime, 
the general moderation with which the 
campaign had been conducted, and the fact 
that the object of the Government and of 
the campaign prom oters was the same— 
namely, that of obtaining a fair rent abate­ 
m ent from unyielding landlords—and had 
taken away m any of the usual excuses for 
coercion. 
Regarding the legality of the 
campaign, Parnell said he was unw illing 
to 
take 
the law front either Justice 
O'Brien 
or 
Justice 
Johnston, 
both 
of whom 
were strong 
political 
par­ 
tisans. 
who 
liad 
received their offi­ 
ces in 
reward 
for 
political services, 
and who were notoriously lawyers of m e­ 
diocre ability. There was confusion in the 
judgment itself, as well as in the proclama­ 
tion. 
“ In any casp,” continued Parnell, 
“ if it should be generally and clearly de­ 
cided by the high legal opinion of recog­ 
nized authority that the campaign is illegal, 
you m ust remember it will be only techni­ 
cally illegal, and only so because the same 
right of combination which the Legisla­ 
ture. after m uch agitation, legalized for 
British workmen under the name of Trades 
Unionism, has not yet been extended to 
the Irish tenant farmers.” 


ChurchiH’s R esignation. 
IjOndon, December 23<1.—The St. James 
Gazette says that if financial reasons ex­ 
plain Lord Randolph Churchill's resigna­ 
tion from the Cabinet, there is nothing to 
be said, except that there is not much to he 
deplored ; but if the local government bill 
was the cause, then the Governm ent has 
grievously erred. 
The Echo says it believes Lord Randolph 
Churchill's resignation was due to an essen­ 
tial divergence of opinion with the rest of 
the Cabinet. 
Unless, says that paper, Lord 
Randolph Churchill gives a better reason 
for his action than that of financial differ­ 
ences with his colleagues, he will be unable 
to repel hostile criticism. 
. 
The Evening News says that patriots are 
paiued 
and 
surprised. 
It asks 
Lord 
Churchill to justify his course, warning 
him that if he does not his nam e will never 
be heard hereafter without exciting exas­ 
peration. 
T he Globe says it would be difficult for 
the warmest admirers of Lord Churchill to 
vindicate his step. 
The Pall Mall Gazette declares that it will 
be impossible for Lord Salisbury to govern 
unless Lord Hartington steps into the 
breach. It says it is impossible to conceive 
of any hypothesis upon which Lord H art­ 
ington could defend, morally or politically, 
a refusal to accept the post which Lord 
Churchill ba< vacated. 
The (¿ueen sent her Private Secretary. 
General Sir Frederick Ponsonbv.to London 
to-day with a message for Lord Salisbury. 
London, December 23d.—Lord Randolph 
Churchill, in an interview to-day, said that 
his health was better than it had been for 
m onths past. His decision to retire, he 
said,was the result of due deliberation, and 
arose from no ill tem per or weariness or 
office. 
H e has abandoned his contem­ 
plated visit to Ireland. 
Churchill Denounced us u Traitor. 
London, December 23d.—It is reported 
that Lord Salisbury has renewed his offer 
of the Prem iership to Lord Hartington, he 
him self proposing to take the Foreign Port­ 
folio, and Lord H artington to have the 
right to select a portion of the Cabinet. 
The Carlton and other Conservative clubs 
are almost deserted, owing to the holidays, 
but the few members rem aining give un­ 
limited expression to their fury against 
Churchill, stigmatizing him as a traitor, and 
one who will be forever unw erthy of party 
confidence. 
The Conseivative Association in Lord 
Randolph’s constituency is arranging for 
the appointm ent of a committee to call 
upon him and demand an explanation of 
his conduct. 
M r . R i t c h i e i s Satisfied. 
London, December 23d.—It is now said 
that Ritchie is perfectly satisfied with the 
Cabinet's local government policy, and 
does not intend to retire.

VIOLENT DEATH OF A LADY IX 
S I TTER COUNTY. 


EFFECT OF 
THE INTERSTATE COM­ 
MERCE BILL ON CALIFORNIA. 


As its present form is understood here 
the more the interstate commerce bill is 
given thought, the more unjust it appears. 
W ith the ton and the mile as the units of 
rate measurement, it would operate to de­ 
stroy through rates l>y rail, and build up 
and give a monopoly to transportation 
from the East by water. Thus, as the 
through rate from the East to Sacramento 
and San Francisco is measured bv the com­ 
petitive rate established by car and ship 
transportation from and to common points of 
meeting, that rate, if made the rule of 
measurement for local hauls, where the 
comjietitive element is not involved, would 
reduce the rate for them to a losing figure. I f, 
therefore, a carload of fruit from Sacra­ 
mento to Chicago is moved at $300, in or­ 
der to build up the industry and the coun­ 
try, a similar carload would, under the 
hill, have to be hauled from Sacramento to 
Reno for the same 
or less rate per 
mile, which obviously would not afiord the 
carrier sufficient compensation 
for 
the 


llie'local traffic to a non-paying rate, or 
yield the through traffic, or raise the 
through rate to the local tariff’ standard. 
This latter ocean competition would pre­ 
vent, and lienee all shipments to California 
from the East would he driven from rail to 
boat, the rale upon which would be raised 
to a figure just below the possibility by 
rail. 
Under the bill, for instance, all 
points east of Sacramento would be able to 
secure delivery of supplies 
to them 
from trade centers east of them, atle3s rates 
than are possible to this city, though it is a 
competitive point. Asa result, all trade east 
of us would gofrom us to points farther east. 
The rule would work in precisely the same 
way at the East, and every trade center 
looking eastward for its supplies would lose 
all the intermediate trade between the two 
points. 
Fruit cannot be shipped by water from 
California to Eastern markets. A local rate 
for fruit carriage extended to the Eastern 
market would be so great as to erect an 
absolute harrier to the movement of the 
product at all, and as a result the green 
fruit trade and the orchard and vinevard 
industries would experience sudden and 
painful death. 
Since the foregoing was written, an ex­ 
ample of the influence of even the shadow 
of the hill has come to our knowledge. A 
San Francisco merchant desiring to con­ 
tract with an Eastern producer for the 
purchase, during 1887, of one hundred car­ 
loads of manufactures, to be shipped to 
California, declines to close the agreement, 
except the condition is attached, that if 
the interstate commerce bill becomes law, 
the contract shall be voidable at his op­ 
tion. 
For, lie explains, the cost cf the 
goods to he transported involves so large 
a sum, and the margin of profit is so nar­ 
row and unyielding, that the inevitable 
advance of the freight rate under the bill 
would destroy the commercial venture. 
It is gratifying to know that General 
Miles did not violate the orders of the 
ar Department in receiving the surren­ 
der of Gerónimo with the condition that 
the lives of his band should be spared. 
And it is gratifying, also, that the orders 
of the Department failed to reach the 
General until the surrender on that condi­ 
tion had become an accomplished fact. 
For life imprisonment and removal from 
his only possible field of vicious action was 
the better thing to do with Gerónimo and 
his Apache murderers. To have hanged 
these fellows would have put them to poor 
use. 
As degraded captives they are de­ 
based in the eyes of all Indians, and their 
fate becomes a deterrent influence their 
execution could not have been. 


T he Chief of the Knights of Labor has 
directed that no money be raised in the 
order or by its members in aid of the con­ 
demned Anarchists at Chicago. W hich is 
wise action on the part of Mr. Powderly. 
When the Knights first became prominent 
we expressed the belief that the chief 
virtue in its organization was the promise 
its existence gave of withdrawing from 
the influence of Anarchists, Communists 
and Socialists, the workingmen who were 
being deceived by social sophistry, and 
mislead by false and dangerous doctrines 
of a so-called 
new code of political 
economy and social ethics. The action of 
their Chief in commanding the Knights 
to withhold aid from the Anarchists is 
simply in line with the announced prin­ 
ciples of the order. But we have little 
■faith in the command having much effect 
upon the radical elements within the 
organization. They will simply ignore it 
and what can Mr. Powderly do about it ? 
The trouble is his order has too many 
diverse constituents. Its construction in­ 
volves too many men whose purposes are 
common in only one thing, the attainment 
of a higher wage and the reduction of the 
output of physical energy. 
But the means 
to the end they approve are opposing 
and conflicting, and but the few are tem­ 
perate. Those who entertain sympathy 
for the bomb-throwers, will be restrained 
only outwardly by I’owderly’s order. Those 
who believe dynamite bombs are proper 
agencies for the reconstruction of society, 
will secretly continue to raise money to 
succor the condemned, whose execution is 
vexatiousiv delaved.

This suggestion of ulterior motive, of de­

is me most vulgar ana a 
horrent of all forms of opposition. True 
there is added by the San Francisco con 
temporary that originates the idea the 
hope that its vague suspicion may prove 
unfounded. The measure is intended, as 
we understand it, to bring about union of 
skill and effort among those who have only 
skill and energy as capital. 
Co-operation 
has never been fairly tried in this country, 
at least to any great extent. 
The desire 
for immediate gains, the rush and push 
and hot struggle here, has operated against 
the calm and patience and labor essential 
to co-operative effort by workingmen and 
women. 
There is need for encouragement 
and protection by express laws to make 
co-operation here what it has proved to be 
in England and elsewhere. 
That is evi­ 
dently the purpose of the author. To at­ 
tribute to him concealed motives in his 
prevision in the matter is, as any who know 
him and the depth and breadth of his 
sympathies for his fellow-men, unjustifiable 
and deserues healthy protest. 


Mr. K im mo, the well-known statistician 
and whose means of knowing the actual 
condition of our coast defeuses areas broad 
as those of any, has written a letter to an 
Eastern journal, pointing out the danger­ 
ously exposed condition of the port of San 
Francisco. He shows that it is about .the 
only safe harbor between C3pe Flattery 
and San Diego; lhat it represents very 
great property values, liable to destruction 
or immeasurable 
injury by a 
large 
foreign ship of war lying hull down out­ 
side the port, and bevoud the range of any 
fixed guns. 
To properly equip present 
fortifications, erect more further seaward, 
and to build and equip a floating battery 
that could operate outside, would cost, he 
estimates, nearly $2S,000,000. 
But this

from a naval standpoint. Here then is an 
excellent opportunity for disposal of some 
part of “ the surplus,” the disposition of 
which so much

statesmen and politicians.

T he M erch an ts o f San F rancisco F e a r Its 
P assage. 
[San Francisco Post.] 
Judging lrom wbat representative busi­ 
ness men are saying, the San Francisco 
merchants do not relish the idea of the 
Reagan interstate commerce bill passing. 
The bill has not yet been reported, and it is 
not known whether it provides for a uni­ 
form rate per mile or a special rate for long 
distances, which must not be exceeded for 
shorter hauls. Either would mean disas­ 
ter to San Francisco. Sacramento, Los An- 
eeies, Stockton, San Jose and other Calilor- 
nia distributing points. 
Said a heavy 
importer this morning : “ The Reagan bill 
is the work of men who don’t understand 
what they are doing, if their object is to 
benefit the merchants. 
Why, take San 
Francisco for example—and the same rule 
will apply to all other cities ; it would ruin 
San Francisco to have such a law. 
At 
present San Francisco, and by that I mean 
all the other competitive points, has the 
lowest possible rate, because sea freights 
keep down the railroad rate, but if the law 
compelled railroads to charge less for a 
shorter haul, remember that San Francisco 
has nothing west of it except Honolulu 
and a little trade in Central America. Her 
trade comes 
from 
Nevada, Xlontana, 
Idaho, Arizona and California, which 
all lie east of here, or in other words, they 
are all nearer the Eastern source ot supply. 
So it will cost less to ship goods to Reno, 
Sacramento, Stockton, Los Angeles, Tuc­ 
son and other points than to this city, and 
so merchants will either have to keep 
branches in those towns, move their stores 
there, or lose trade. 
All of which would 
hurt this city. It will help the other places, 
some one will say. But n o ; their trade all 
comes from east of them, and they, in 
turn, will lose their feeders, w ho. will go 
into business for themselves. 
Sacramento 
would lose the trade of Reno, and Reno 
would lose the trade of paradise, and so 
on. The same result would occur aU alone 
the line from east to west. Chicago would 
lose all the trade it does in Boston, Phila­ 
delphia, Cincinnati and other towns. Kan­ 
sas City would lose all its trade lrom north 
and east of it. 
The same would occur if 
the charge were exactly the same for 
shorter distances, instead of being more, as 
at present, because of the difference in 
time. Reno would save three days by 
direct trade with the East, and Tucson 
would save live days, and so on. It is all 
very well to talk of the injustice of the 
present system, but nature fixed it, not the 
railroads. It is just this way.” 
Here the speaker drew a diagram like 
this : 


and continued : 
“ The base line represent the line from 
New York to San Francisco. That is the 
lowest freight, because water competition 
of steamers and clippers forces the rail­ 
roads to keep down their rate to a figure 
that will compete with ships. Now, as you 
go from New York or San Francisco the 
rate increases, and to get at it they add the 
local freight to the through freight, so, you 
see. the rate is highest in the middle of the 
continent or 
approximately so. 
Here, 
again, water regulates the rate, for if a man 
don’t like the railroad rate he can have his 
goods shipped to the terminus by water, 
and back to his place by rail. Thai is the 
basis of all charges, but of course the rail­ 
roads have to vary to enable some indus­ 
tries to exist which need lower rates than 
the average, and must have them. It is all 
right to have freight wars, but the expe­ 
rience of last season sickened us on lhat. 
I tell you, it is easy to tnile about regulat­ 
ing railroads, but some of the demagogues 
would make a mess of it if they had their 
way.”

Shear, near Agri­ 
cultural Park, yesterday, attracted a large 
num ber of fanciers of blooded horses. Mr. 
W inters has definitely determined to break 
up his breeding establishm ent in Califor­ 
nia, dispose of the Rancho del Rio, and 
take up a perm anent residence in the State 
of Nevada, where he has large landed 
interests. Yesterday's sale, in addition to 
the celebrated Enquirer fillies, comprised 
the produce of the m ost famous mares in 
Mr. W inters’ stud. H is great experience 
in breeding enabled him to m ake most 
judicious selections, and the coupling with 
Norfolk and H ooker has m ade California 
famous throughout the Union. 
H is retire­ 
m ent at this tim e affords an opportunity to 
obtain anim als that, under different cir­ 
cumstances, would be entirely out of the 
m arket.

LOCOMOTIVE-BUILDING. 


Thirty-Seven More E ngines to lie B uilt 
at the R ailroad W orks in th is City. 
The locomotives bpilt at the railroad 
works in this city, under the supervision of 
General Master Mechanic A. J. Stevens, 
have given such excellent satisfaction, and 
there has been such a notable show ing of 
economy in favor of the Sacramento m an­ 
ufacture over Eastern work, that the South­ 
ern Pacific (. om pany has of late had quite 
a num ber of passenger and freight engines 
made here, and there are now in the m a­ 
chine-shop four heavy freight engines 
nearly completed. 
A few days ago an 
order was received for the building of 
nearly forty more, half of which will be 
twelve-wheelers, while the rem ainder will 
be about equally divided between ten and 
eight-wheelers. The latter will be of the 
largest-sized passenger engines, sim ilar to 
those recently turned out from the shops 
and doing fine work on the trains between 
this city and Oakland, only heavier ; aud, 
in fact, all of those just ordered will be u n ­ 
usually heavy. The entire num ber will 
cost nearly half a m illion dollars. 
It is 
thought that an average of two per m onth 
will be constructed, and work upon them 
will be commenced at once. This will 
probably cause an increase of fifty or sixty 
men in that departm ent, and indirectly 
give em ploym ent to m any more. There 
are now about 1,600 men steadily engaged 
at the works, and the num ber of employes 
in the city is over 2,000.

A Grand D isplay of M eats. 
To make nn artistic display of meats is evi­ 
dently a difficult task, but a visit to Odell it 
Herzog’s New Y ork 
Market, 1020 and 
1022 K street, will convince the reader that 
it can be done. 
The display of meats at 
tbis m arket is evidently the largest, most 
complete and ornam ental ever attempted 
in Sacramento. 
Fronting the entrance to 
the m arket is a large rack, on which is sus­ 
pended, in a uniform m anner, quarters of 
m utton; in the center is a veal, neatly 
dressed witli ribbons and evergreen. On 
each side of the veal, in a uniform manner, 
are hung sm all roasters, which add much 
to the appearance of the exhibit. To the 
ceiling, on each flank of the rack, is sus­ 
pended dressed hogs, sheep and lambs. 
On the left entrance to the m arket is 
another rack, off which is exhibited beef 
in quarters and halves, also a whole veal. 
A fine display of smoked meats is also 
made. One of the attractions of the dis­ 
play is a large porker, which weighs 520 tbs. 
dressed. On either side of this monster, 
which rests on abed ofsaltpork, are placed, 
for the purpose of showing the contrast in 
size, small roasters, weighing about 12 fits, 
each. 
5Iessrs. Odell it Herzog also show 
what they call the prize sheep, weighing 
125 lbs., and said to be the finest ever 
dressed and exhibited in Sacramento. The 
eight different kinds of sausage shown and 
intertwined among the meats add very 
m uch to the exhibit.

E ds. Recokd-U sion: Since m y last let­ 
ter a new storehouse in Paradise is in 
process of building, where, it is said, will 
be kept a full line ot general merchandise; 
also a m ineral spring, about a m ile from 
the village, has been brought into notice. 
A crude analysis shows it to contain some 
medicinal properties. On farther exam i­ 
nation, if it proves of sufficient value, our 
local physician contem plates erecting a 
sanitarium . The natural salubrity of the 
climate, added to the m edicinal properties 
of the spring, would m ake this one of the 
m ost desirable places for such an institu­ 
tion. The climate is unsurpassed. An 
em inent physician gave it as his opinion 
that there is no liner clim ate in the State 
for persons ailected w ith throat and lung 
diseases. During the rainy season it is very 
common to see the great valleys be­ 
low covered 
with 
dense fogs, 
while 
here, the air ¡3 clear, and the sun shines 
bright. 
I-'requently the stage-driver puts 
on an extra heavy coat while coming up 
through these fogs, but when lie gets above 
them he lavs off the extra coat. Even now 
while I write, one of these fogs lies over 
the lower valleys, but here it is beautiful 
sunshine and a spring-like day, the ther­ 
mometer standing at CG° on the north side 
of the house at 1 o'clock p. m. 
It is the common experience of persons 
living here that in winter, when they go 
down into the valley, they are sensible of a 
chilliness that they do not have at Para­ 
dise. 
W hen the weather is clear, men go 
about without their coats and feel no dis­ 
comfort. 
The therm om eter, it is true, 
shows a few degrees colder, but the condi­ 
tion of the ajr is such that to the sense it is 
different. 
I know of no portion of the higher mot 
hills where there is so m uch tillable land 
lying in so compact a form. 
The land of 
the Paradise district is all tillable, and may 
all be irrigated from the local stream s and 
the large ditches lhat skirt its upper border. 
This is essentially a farming district, and 
being compact in form, it is capable of 
m aintaining all the adjuncts of a well or­ 
ganized community. 
There is no m ining 
upon this plateau; so. as a whole, we have 
a unity of interest. 
W e may be sleepinp 
over ancient channels, which are indicate! 
by the num erous springs that break out 
lower down in the h ills ; and the ancient 
channels may be rich iu auriferous de­ 
posits, but there are no croppings on the 
surface to indicate where the channels are. 
But of this again. 
As an agricultural section, we are some­ 
what isolated from other farming com­ 
m unities, vet our communications are well 
established w ith the centers of trade, and 
also w ith the lum bering regions and other 
localities higher in tile Sierras. 
Three 
m ain trunk roads pass the Paradise dis­ 
trict—one from Oroville, one from Biggs 
and Gridley, and one from the Rancho 
Esquan, oil Butte creek, now owned by 
Senator Stanford. All three of these roads 
converge into one road 
at the foot of 
Slagatia hill, or northern lim it of the 
Paradise 
country. 
Another 
im portant 
road is in process of construction from 
Paradise to the town of Chico, which, on 
account of its shortening the distance to a 
shipping point, will give an impetus to the 
business of fruit-raising, for which the soil 
and climate are well adapted.

R u ried Alive. 
Some of the philanthropic citizen*: of 
Brooklyn, says an exchange, have con­ 
ceived a plan whereby the fear of being 
buried alive may be removed, and they are 
about to become an incorporated company. 
In the suburbs, edifices will be erected, 
fashioned to bold a num ber of coffins. 
In 
these receptacles the coffins will be ranged, 
with open lids, and will remain until the 
bodies they contain show signs of life or 
are proved, by decay, to be dead. 
Means 
will be provided that if a person in any 
of the coffins should he alive he can com­ 
municate to an attendant and receive prop­ 
er aid. 
We regard a movement like this as very 
im portant. 
We believe m any persone in 
this country are buried alive! The father 
of the editor of this paper was pronounced 
dead by hi3 physician, and preparations 
were made for his funeral, when he fortu­ 
nately regained consciousness. Because of 
this, we have for many years carried in our 
pocket-book a request and direction that, 
before burial, a post mortem examination 
shall be made to ascertain the cause of 
death, and make death certain. 
We remember seeing at Munich, adja­ 
cent to the cemetery, a large, airy building 
with glass sides, to which, soon after death, 
the body of every person, rich or poor, m ost 
be carried. There, neatly attired and usu­ 
ally adorned with flowers, in plain sight of 
all passers, it must rem ain three days, with 
its hand fastened to a wire connected with 
a bell which the slightest motion will ring 
and call an attendant. Before burial it 
must be examined by a skillful surgeon 
appointed by the Government. 
Saying 
nothing o f the danger of buna! alive, such 
.precautions are a great Safeguard against 
malpractice and crime.—EiU. o f Our Drtmb 
Jtsin sh .
